ple that fraud and deceit are

| ant. 
\dvcrtising Simply Publicity 
“Advertising in its best sense is 
simply publicity. 
It is the element 
of fraud, intentional 
or otherwise, 
which makes advertising by our pro­ 
fession so objectionable, but advant­ 
age will accrue to the publicity given 
to meritorious work 
done 
by the 
physician. 
“The removal of the stigma which 
noxx attaches to newspaper publicity 
is the only way to establish that re­ 
lation between the two professions 
absolutely necessary to cordia? c o ­ 
operation. 
lf we modify our ethical 
j rules by permitting publicity, but not 
| advertising, it is reasonable to as- 
j sume that members of the press xviii

the press in a quarter of a century.
